Bo may wt of Sydney 
aiy, (ion made Pott J auk son, and man 
made the Vice- Admiralty Court of New 
South Wale*. Our harbour is of itself, 
alinmt tuScient fur the creation of a great 
shipping iuiereal in thia colony the Vice- 
Admiralty Court is the great bugabou set 
up among u, to frighten akipper* away, 
and to render the natural advantage at) 
bul useless. The Vice- Admiralty Juris- 
diction of Ihil colony ha) becume a great 
public nuisance, which of late hit much 
increased — ia increasing, and ought to 
be diminished. 

In making the observations; we intend 
lo put forward on this subject, we 
limn not be conoidtKU sj reflect inp; 
the manner in which 



upon 

the learned Judge of that Court, haa dis- 
charged: the dutiri appertaining to this 
unpleatant jurisdiction. We believe that 
BO one in a similar situation could be less 
obnoxious: to the charge of prejudice or 
partiality, or could deal out more even- 
lianded justice between employers and 
employed, than he haa diapenied aince he 
became invested wilh the judicial cha- 
racier. The matter of complaint i] not in 
the Judge, but in the ay item [ in an ex- 
pensive, ttrin plicated, and Jsarbaroua pro- 
cedure, which, with the usual blindness 
of the parent government, in rtupect to 
the real iutereita of her coloniei, and the 
ultimate interest of herself, haa been im- 
posed upon our community, without con- 
tent asked or given. We fully concur in 
all that can be urged about the propriety 
of protecting seamen— lhe occasional, and 
perhaps the frequent roguery of em- 
ployers, and the necessity of Bailors 
having some more rerpecUblejuritdictioa 
to resort to, than a Water Police Court, 
presided over by those amusing and com- 
posite characters, skipper-judges. Entail 
th.ii, haa nothing to do with the present 
subject of torn p Is i tit , which is, tlul tht 
technicalities, delays, and frightful ex- 
pense of this Conn, are muh, that in 
almost all the cases that are brought *!><•- 
fore it, more injustice is com milted thin 
cured. In England fur years pant, lim- 
it formers have teen ilriviug to get rid of 
theae expeuaive and cnmbroUB civil law 
jurisdiction 1 ; which there, an in any 
other country, press heavily upon the 
suitors - t but which there can scarcely ever 
be converted into engine! of abuse, aa thry 
may be, and frequently are so converted, 
1 u communities like our own. 

There are no doubt some, and to some 
extent, justly lauded advantage! of the 
Adttii rally jurisdiction, All the stamen, 
wt may b* told, can join in a suit again it 
a ship ; and ibis whilsl it ia properly 
praised, as the cheap part of the proceed- 
ing, appears lo be the must legi- 
timate use of the Court. Tlir 
ssilnr may alio arrest the ship, 
which is another great advantage when 
properly resorted lo , but become! a gross 
abuse, when worked by unprincipled 
anitors, Hy such persons, we believe 
tlits power of arresting (he vessel hat fre- 
quently amongst ourselvea been converted
